Land Meeting 


ANAHEIM, CALIF. June 26, 1970 — Nearly 600 bike enthusiasts heard representatives 
from various government agencies and motorcycling organizations present their 
views at a meeting tonight at the Melodyland theater, 

Representatives from the Bureau of Land Management and California Department 
of Parks and Recreation told the group of the problems in working with motorcycle 
interests, Basic to many of the problems, the two agencies seemed to agree, was a 
lack of knowledge as to what motorcyclists wanted and needed, Both also expressed 
a desire to work more closely with representatives of organized motorcycling in 
the future. 

Tom Cosgrove, co-owner of Pacific Honda and organizer of the meeting, opened the 
conclave citing a newspaper article in the Anaheim Bulletin that he said had almost 
caused the meeting to be cancelled, Cosgrove said that the Board of Directoes of 
Melodyland — a religious organization — had called him and cancelled the event after 
reading the article, He added that a lack of communication had given the Board a 
misunderstanding as to the purpose of the meeting and the type of people that would 
attend, 

Later, Cosgrove rather cynically remarked that, ‘‘Everybody (government offi- 
cials in attendance) is our friend, Nobody’s closing any land, but for some strange 
reason the riding areas keep getting smaller and smaller,” 

The meeting organizer said that he felt that a major reason for many of the 
problems facing bike riders today was lack of organization. He proposed a new group 
called California Council of Motorcycles that would attack the problems at different 
levels, through, according to Cosgrove, ‘‘education, communication and legislation,’ 
He said that the organization should primarily be supported by dealer funds, although 
individual riders were invited to join as associate members, 


New Maicos 


SAN CLEMENTE, CALIF, June 28, 1970— Twonew models of Maico were introduced 
this weekend by Maico Distributor Frank Cooper and the response was . strong, 
especially after one of the models easily won the Open class. 

Lars Larson, riding the new 501cc, could easily be distinguished above the roar 
of the big twin four-strokes in the rest of the field since the new Maico is a two 
stroke engine. Cooper, seeing how Larson won handily, was so impressed that he 
promises more are on the way. 

The second model, a small 125cc, wasn't tested in the rigors of a race, but it 
still had a great deal ‘of attention from nearly every known rider at the course, The 
machine is still undergoing extensive testing and will soon be sent back to the 
builders for even more improvements, The six-speed gearbox is coupled to a rotary 
valve 125cc two-stroke engine. 

Another new model seen occasionally in motocross events in this area since last 
October is the 125cc CZ, The prototype designed by Joel Robert has had two engine 
revisions since its appearance and the new productionunit is due to arrive early this 
month, The frame and running gear, however, is only slightly changed,

COLUMBUS, OHIO, June 28, 1970 — For 
the second time this month, Canadian 
Dave Sehl put it all together for an AMA 
National victory, winning the annual 
Charity Newsies 20 lap, one-half mile 
Expert feature here Sunday afternoon, 

Sehl’s Harley Davidson literally ran 
away from the star studded field, in- 
cluding Ronnie Rall (BSA) in second, 
Larry Palmgren (Tri) in third, Mark 
Brelsford (H-D) in fourth, and a very 
disappointed Mert Lawwill spectating the 
end of the race, as, for the second 
National in one week, he ended up DNF 
because of mechanical problems. 

Major contenders in the firstheatrace 
were Lawwill, Rall, Bart Markel, and 
Larry Darr, Dave Aldana was looking 
very out of tune, and Gary Nixon wasn’t 
getting around successfully either.

GARDENA, CALIF, June 26, 1970— Long 
time race fans willbe shaking their heads 
for a long time to come after the Expert 
final Friday night at Ascot, 15 lap Main 
Events have been run on the oval since 
1957 — but none like the one last week, 

Here's how it happened, we think, We 
saw it and still don't know if it really 
happened. Tom Rockwood put his 
Triumph on the pole and the other nine 
Experts lined up along side and behind, 

Tom then got caught trying to out- 
guess starter, Bob Bryan and was put 
back on the third row, behind the other 
nine Experts. The flag did drop the 
second time around and Rockwood was 
into the corner, in last place, 

Mel Lacher took the lead with Paul 
Conserriere and Sammy Tanner right 
with him for a three rider bash the first 
five lpas. At the end of five laps Rock- 
wood had worked his way to a distant 
fifth behind Dewayne Keeter, who was 
running fourth, Tom was a full straight- 
away behind the front running leaders, 

Five more laps went by and Rockwood 
had closed the gap on the front four, The 
next five laps rank as some of the finest 
and fastest in Ascot histroy. Lap eleven 
found Rockwood passing Keeter for fourth 
place, 

Then the clocks started to whirl with 
Tom cutting four straight laps under 
22:90 on a track that was dry from an 
unexpected breeze that came up early 
in the program, 

Conserriere had taken the lead from 
Lacher on the eighth lap and appeared to 
be an easy winner at the ten lap mark. 
Rockwood nailed Tanner for third place 
on lap twelve and was right on Lacher 
for second at the end of thirteen, 

Second place went to the Gardena ace 
before fourteen laps were completed and 
the clocks were still jumping off the 
needle arms, With one lap to go Rock- 
wood and Conserriere started the final 
round. 

Tom went bombing by on the back 
chute of the final lap and not a single 
person was still sitting down in the 
stands! From last to first in the Expert 
final! Many were trying to remember if 





. it has ever happened at Ascot in all 
those previous years and Main Events, 
It was the second straight week for 
Rockwood and his 650 Triumph to score 
the clean sweep. Tom took fast Expert 
time trial honors, won the heat race for 
the fifth straight week in a row, the 
fastest heat of the night, 

The Dash fell to Rockwood for the 
second straight week and the fourth time 
this year in a close race over Lacher 
and Amateur, John Hateley. The Main 
Event come-from-behind classic was 
Rockwood's fourth straight victory in a 
row! The last time any Expert won four 
straight Main Events at Ascot was well 
over two years ago. 

The Amateur final nearly matched the 
Expert Main for come from behind rid- 
ing. John Hateley and his Triumph re- 
turned to Ascot action after a week of 
TT racing in Washington and nearly 
duplicated a ‘‘Rockwood’’ in the ten lap 
final, 

“Big John” posted the fastest time 
trial of the night but again had to come 
from behind to win the heat race for the 
fifth time this season. It was the same 
story in the final with Mike Spitzer, also 
a heat race winner and also Triumph 
mounted leading the final most of the way 
with some wild sliding on both turns. 

Hateley was consistent and made few 
mistakes to overtake Spitzer as thefinal 
lap came up. A pass and another win for 
the high point Amateur half miler in the 
west, 

Kenny Roberts made it three straight 
Main Event wins in the Novice class 
aboard his Suzuki 250. His win streak 
now stands at six, including three straight 
heat race victories, Gary Scott and his 
Yamaha did the chasing again and some 
side-by-side dueling took place in the 
early laps. 

Halfway through the race Scott slowed 
down with mechanical problems and 
barely edged hard charging Al Baker 
and Bob Hardison for second place at 
the finish line,

Killer Cable 
Takes Life

A tragic accident took the life this 
Sunday, June 21, of Ronald Selby of 
Edmonds, Wash, While trailriding in a 
woodsy area frequently used by dirt 
bikers, Ron and Mike Doherty came 
upon a cable stretched across the road 
in an unexpected place without any warn- 
ing. Mike later said that they were going 
about 55 or 60 mph and his only warning 
was when Ron, who was ahead, hit the 
cable first, Mike managed to drop his 
bike to get under but still hit the cable 
with his: shoulder and received minor 
injuries. 


Ronald Selby was only 26 years old, 
married and the father of two small 
children, He was well-liked by those 
who knew him and his loss has been 
deeply felt by the riding fraternity in this. 
area, Even those of us who didn’t know 
Ron personally are saddened by this 
event and struck by the sobering reali- 
zation that it could have happened to any 
of us. 


But instead of simply mourning for a 
while and then forgetting all about it, 
let's do something! Now that a fine young 
man has died needlessly the killer cable 
has been clearly marked. Why not be- 
fore? Why can't we, as riders, when we 
find a hazardous condition such as this, 
make a habit of bringing it to the atten- 
tion of the landowner and/or make our 
own dangermarkers befor an accident 
happens? From now on when we find a 
cable, ditch, washout or any other condi- 
tion on a trail that could be a hazard to 
other riders to follow, let's put a longor 
rocks or something in the road to at 
least slow down our fellow riders who 
may not be so observant or lucky to spot 
the hazard in time. Legislation is the 
ultimate solution but until then direct 
action is the only way we can prevent 
another death or injury to our friends 
and ourselves,

Somewhere between 25 and 
35,000 people turned out to see the pro- 
fessional racing stars of the AMA at 
Loudon, New Hampshire, which is not 
even on most maps. 

The track is a twisty 1.6 miles per 
lap and there really are no straightaways 
to get up steam, It is a rider's course up 
and down hills with tight and sweeping 
turns, Compare it to California's Carls- 
bad or Washington's Kent and you have 
somewhat of an idea of what Briar 
Motorsport Park is all about, 

The Californian's took their second 
straight licking. The record now stands 
at eight wins for the western'ers, one 
for the Canadians and one for the rest 
‘of the good USA, 

Mark Brelsford might have won ex- 
cept for engine troubles, Yvon Duhamel 
should have won except for his usual 
over-eagerness and a spill, Jody 
Nicholas may have won except for a 
broken fuel line and fire, Art Baumann 
again went on his head and destroyed 
his chances, 

Cal Rayborn became so eager to win 
& road race, even a heat race, that he 
crashed and eliminated himself for per- 
haps the rest of the year — leading the 
heat and a sure win, 





After nine National: events, no wins 
and very few points, Gary Nixon was 
willing to settle for third behind Dehamel 
and Brelsford. When they both shot their 
chances Gary found himself in the lead 
the easy way and not really trying too 
hard, Chalk up a National win for Nixon 
who becomes the first to win a big one 
on a Triumph three, 

The Harley team minus Rayborn had 
Brelsford and Lawwill and again Walt 
Fulton on the old H-D sidevalve 750 that 
has been ruled ‘‘Obsolete’’, not by the 
riders but by the factory. Lawwill 
cruised his way to a much overlooked 
12th place while Fulton again led the 
Milwaukee Brigade with a well deserved 
fifth place which came on the final lap. 

Once again the Mel Dinesen Yamaha 
team proved that privateers can chal- 
lenge, make money and score points, 
Don Emde grabbed a third in both the 
lightweight and big bike events. It is 
obvious that Mel does not read certain 
monthly publications that continue tocry 
about the non-factory backed racers not 
having a chance, 

Both Emde and Tom Rockwood have 
scored well between them in each of the 
four national road races that have been 
run, 

Dave Aldana settled down after-nearly 
destroying himself in practice, Common 
sense took over on race day with Dave 
and his BSA finishing in the top ten and 
gaining many more National points, 







A lot of the Experts were giving thanks 
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that the road races are nowa thing of the 
past for the season, Now they can get on 
the dirt where an all out every lap effort 
can bring victory. Not so in road races 
where luck and many laps are still the 
most important product, 

They say it was thelargestcrowdever 
for the Loudon/Laconia races. The New 
England Dealers Association is headed 
up by new blood and a new group which 
turned in a fine job. The old group was 
heard more than once quipping that ít was 
not like the old days. 

Once again the “Bad Boys" came 
early, lined the shoulder of the highway, 
and stared at the good guys. Few had the 
price of admission so once again the real 
race fans were spared the agony of hav- 
ing to set with, or smell, the eastern 
version which make the western version 
look like clean cut guys, 

The duel of the weekend came in the 
lightweight race between Duhamel and 
Nixon on their Yamaha 250’s, Hopelessly 





* — 
Duhamel and Nixon 
out-horsed was Rayborn and his larger 
H-D 350 that had worked so well at 
Seattle. Cal was ready to settle for third 
until Nixon stopped with less than five 
laps to go. This should retire the Mil- 
waukee 350 from lightweight racing once 
and for all since it cannot rain in Seattle 
every year. 

The most confident guys going into the 
Sunday National were the three Suzuki 
team riders, Two crashes anda fire took 
care of their hopes well before the race 
was one/third over, Nobody was really 
giving the bigger Triumph and BSA 
‘threes’? much of a chance, but once 
again all but one was around at the fin- 
ish, Don Castro crashed hard for the 
only Birmingham fall-out, 

Another ‘‘First’’ was scored at Lou- 
don when Amateur Bob Gill was black- 
flagged, Not for going too slow, not for 
over riding — but because his leather 
pants were falling off! The officials tried 
to stop Bob and explain but he rode off 
into a sand pile, got off the bike, pulled 
his britches up — and walked away. 

Rusty Bradley blew in from Texas to 
pick up his monthly win and check from 
the AMA and Kawasaki. He now has 
netted ten grand from Kawasaki, It still 
remains a shame that the fastest ‘‘K’’ 
is regulated to the Amateur class, How- 
ever, much of the speed may just be the 
college kid from Texas who will join the 
Expert ranks next year, 

Amazing things have happened over the 
years in New Hampshire, One of the most 
amazing is how old the riders in the 
Novice class really are. 

Year after year they far out-distance 
the average age of the Experts, Gray 
hair, not hair and green number plates 
appear to be the “In Thing” in the 
northeast. 

Bakersfield lad, Mike Lane, riding 
his first professional race, lapped the 
entire field and broke the track record 
by 51 seconds! The same day he obtained 
his AMA professional license he was 
also admitted into the Boy Scouts — so 
they say around Bakersfield, 

Anyway, he made shambles out of the 
best the East had to offer in both the 
heat race and the Final, The guy that won

the other heat race was afraid he was 
going to lose his license, not the AMA 
kind, but the Medicare kind. 

The AMA officials wisely limited only 
40 riders to the Novice Final. Gary 
Nixon voiced opinion against this but then 
he never has had much respect for his 
elders, Those eliminated were later seen 
playing checkers under a tree or having 
a fast game of chess in the back of a 
Surrey. 

The national riders really got an eye- 
ful as the new fad in the east is for all 
the girls to walk around with bra’s, Most 
didn’t really need one to begin with but 
it helps to dream a little, 

Most of the riders are chomping at the 
bit to head west for the five Nationals 
on the coast during July and the first part 
of August. Away out there where the 
women are women and proud of what 
they got, Out where the bums do not 
invade, out where the Novice riders still 
do not shave, let alone turn gray before 
they become Amateurs, 

Still, the mountains of NewHampshire 
are a sight to see. The more than 
$15,000 prize money spends anywhere 
and the weather and racing was all any- 
body could ask for, Nixon followers are 
happy too. Triumph, Yamaha and Kawa- 
saki are also happy. The AMA has been 
happy for over a month. Is everybody 
happy?? 


West Coast 
Nationals 


The AMA professional riders and the 
glory and money events head west for 
the entire month of July, plus August 1st, 

No less than five national point paying 
events are slated with four of the five 
sanctioned in California, The remaining 
event is slated for Washington, 

The schedule calls for two half miles, 
two TT’s and a mile track race, The 
first event will be the annual half mile at 
Santa Clara county fairgrounds in San 
Jose on Sunday afternoon, July 5th, Jim 
Rice and his BSA twin was the *69 win- 
ner, Rice has already two national half 
miles and a TT win this year and will 
again rank as an early favorite, 

The next stop is the sixth annual run- 
ning of the TT at Castle Rock, Wash., 
where National Number 1, MertLawwill, 
and his Harley have been the combination 
to beat the last three years. Mert has 
won two of the last three, Lawwill has 
bagged à short rack and a half mile win 
to date, 

The Castle Rock event is actually a 
two night affair with time trials being 
held on Friday night, July 10th for the 
Experts and Amateur entries and then all 
of the actual racing taking place on 
Saturday night, July 11th. 

The following weekend finds the na- 
tional circuit swinging south to Ascot 
Park in Gardena, Calif, Saturday night, 
July 18th will find the 9th annual running 
of the 50 lap national TT with 24 Experts 
again in the final. 

Mark Brelsford, the ‘69 winner, is 
still looking for another national win 
since winning his first and only title at 
Ascot a year ago, To date the Harley 
factory backed rider from San Bruno has 
been unbeatable in regular season Ascot 
TT’s and ranks as thepre-race favorite, 

The Ascot weekend of July 17 and 18 
may well be one of the biggest two night 
affairs of the season as Ascot has also 
slated a half mile race for Friday night. 
The guaranteed $2100.00 purse has al- 
ready been grately increased due to the 
fact it will be known as ‘‘ Yamaha Night’’ 
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important to the riders who go for the 
overall title and a final spot in the top 
ten in the yearly national standings. 

The five-in-a-row in July are ranked 
as the toughest to win and place in during 
the season, Many local favorites lurk in 
the background at both Castle Rock and 
Ascot. Riders that are excellent racers 
who seldom stray to other national 
events, 

The national circuit riders are often 
surprised and regulated to positions 
down the ladder by the so called 
*Locals' that call Castle Rock and 
Ascot their *-Home"' tracks, 

California riders have won all five or 
the Castle Rock nationals and all of the 
previous eight Ascot TT events, On the 
other hand, the mile ovals at Santa Rosa 
and Sacramento have found the out of 
state riders fairing as well, or better, 
than the hard charging Californians who 
have won just about all of the nationals 
so far this year. 

July will be interesting as Dick Mann, 
Dave Aldana, Jim Rice, Gene Romero 
and Mert Lawwill are all in contention 
for the Grand National title. July can 
well again be the deciding month,

with many hundreds of dollars already 
being added to the Novice and Expert 
finals by the people with ‘‘The Better 
Machine”. The two nights of racing is 
expected to draw riders and fans from 
far and wide due to the two large purses 
and the outstanding cast of riders that 
will be in town. 

The fourth west coast national will 
again be on the one mile track at Santa 
Rosa, The first western mile of the year 
Should be an outstanding event with *69 
winner Chuck Palmgren back to try for 
two in a row. 

The Santa Rosa race will take place on 
Sunday, July 26th with an entry list that 
will push the 200 mark in the Expert 
and Amateur divisions. The mile oval 
has long been the choice of the majority 
of the riders as their favorite type of 
track, 

Returning to the national circuit after 
a few years absence is the half mile at 
Tulare, Calif. The previous national was 
won by Bart Markel who once again is 
expected to be the man to beat on Satur- 
day night, August 1st. 
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On the first of May, Cheri and I left

spare would not fit as it is a different 
sort of wheel. My dad and I unhitched 
the car and went into the nearest city to 
scrounge up a new tire and tube, This 
proved to be a rather big chore as it 
was a French holiday and none of the tire 
shops were open, We found a gas station 
who had a tire of the proper size and 
they patched the tube also, Because the 
station had only one attendant it took two 
hours to complete the tire change, as 
he had to keep running up front to pump 
gas, Got going again at about 4:00 in 
the evening. 

We arrived at Vannes-St- Nolf on Sat- 
urday afternoon and set up camp. No 
practice was allowed so we walked the 
course to look things over, The circuit 
is laid out in typical French fashion; Up 
and down the sides of a valley then 
across each end to the other side of the 
valley. The main straight was grassy and 
very fat, The straight ended in a steep 
jump which took a lot of braking for, 
then into a series of sharp curves and 
short straights. At the end of this sec- 
tion started the really big hills, some of 
which turned out to be formidable in the 
race due to getting all chewed up, and 
because of the heavy dust, The hills also 
abounded in rocks which rolled under 
your tires. 

On the morning of the race, we were 
blasted out of bed by the loud music on 
the PA system, This seems to be com- 
mon practice, especially in France. 
Practice was held in two sessions, and I 
could tell the track would get worse 
before it got better. After practice there 
was the normal two or three hour wait, 
then the presentation ceremonies began, 
The riders were introduced one by one 
and each countries’ national anthem was 
played, I don’t care how many times I 
have stood under our flag, while they 
play the ‘‘Star Spangled Banner” in all 
the different countries, I always feel 
immensely proud of being American! It 
is just an outa-sight feeling to stand in 
front of a large crowd of motocross fans, 
thousands of miles from your ownhome, 
and look up to see the stars and stripes 
waving above your head while the na- 
tional anthem is played. 

After the riders cleared the presenta- 
tion area, a band marched and played for 
15 minutes or so then we were calledfor 
the first start. 

At the start of the first race, I came 
away from the line in good position and 
was about 8th or 9th on the first lap. I 
got into a real battle with Wolfgang 
Muller who is West German 500cc Cham- 
pion, and while we were dicing we both 
moved up a ways. At the finish he ended 
up just in front of me in third position 

I got fourth. Joel Queirel of France 
was first then Chris Horsefield, then 
Muller, me, and just behind me was Jan 
Johansson of Sweden. 

The day got hotter and hotter, and the 








dust became very bad, In the second race 
I fell on one of the bad hills when I got 
tangled with a rider coming down the 
hill from an unsuccessful climb, I de- 
veloped bad blisters from this race, I 
guess because of the heat or something. 
I finished sixth in that one. First was 
Horsefield, then Queirel, Johansson, No- 
wak, Stanek (Czech), and then me. It had 
been a long hard chase because we were 
lapping people, and when the slower 
riders fell on the hills it was sometimes 
real difficult to avoid them, 

Before the last leg my chief mechanic 
(my dad) fixed the slipping clutch that had 
developed in the second race, and Itried 
to relax in the shade and get some rest 
before the last and longest race of the 
day. I wasn't at all enthused about going 
out again, especially since my hands 
were bleeding from the blisters, Cheri 
taped me up real good, and my family 
gave me a yay-yay go-get-um pep talk 
about the fame and fortune that a waited 
me in the land of motocross if I would 
just put on my helmet, stagger out to my 
Husky and charge into the fray, So now, 
all charged up, I ran to the door, tore it 
off the hinges, and charged off, only to 
return seconds later because T forgot 
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At the start I came away again in a 
good position, and was lying about 6th on 
the first lap, Lap after lap I inched 
closer to the riders just ahead and when 
they had trouble or I was quick enough I 
would pass one. On about the tenth lap 
my hands were aching from the blisters, 
but like my dad said, ‘‘You’ve got all 
week to heal up!" At about that same 
time a very embarrassing thing happen- 
ed; the zipper in the front of my leathers 
broke, and I mea. the whole zipper, 
from top to bottom! It was very uncom- 
fortable also, as I had to ride sort of 
leaning forward in a crouch. I caught 
Muller on a bad hill and got by just 
before the finish, That pass put me in 
third for that race, and fourth overall 
for the day, 

My family takes all the credit for that 
race as they say it was the pep talk that 
did it, but if the truth were known, I was 
just going extra fast so I could get 
finished and fix my zipper!

SAN CLEMENTE, CALIF, June 28, 1970 
— Preston Petty's three victories in 
Expert competition and Lars Larson's 
strong performance to win the combined 
Amateur-Expert Open were the two most 
impressive showings at the Third Annual 
All States Championships held here Sat- 
urday and today. 

Petty made his first step toward the е 
triple by taking the 125cc event from 
Gene Canady (Sac) and Lars Larson 
(Pen) while riding a Sachs. 

The second step came later on Satur- 
day when he repeated with Canady (Sac) 
for one-two finishes in the 250cc class. 
In this race, Petty used a Maico while 
Dan Hockie, who finished third, sat on 
an Ossa, 

Today, a tight battle with Larson en- 
sued in the 500cc race, but Petty (Ric) 
was the eventual winner with Lars (Mai) 
falling to second when his bike began 
loading up after many of the downhills 
which filled the mile-and-a-quarter dirt 
course, Jim Connley (Gre) pulled in for 
a third. 

Larson’s trouble ended when he 
changed to anewly designed 501cc Maico, 
which was built in Europe based upon the 
directions of Frank Cooper, Maico dis- 
tributor. 

Larson used this bike in the Open event 
and rode races, most will remember, 
for some time as he quickly opened up an 
early lead and held it easily in the first 
four-lap race. Then, in the second, after 
one lap, Larson, who was leading at the 
time, pulled off the track and adjusted

hopped back on his Maico, and pro- 
ceeded to catch and pass the trio before 
the four laps were completed. 

With the confidence he gained from the 
first two heats, Larsonhitthe Grand Prix 
style course (minus the paved section) 
almost wide-open through most of the 
event and annihilated all other riders 
and bikes, 

Lon Simson (Ric) finished a distant 
second and Ron Randell, also riding a 
Rickman, took third, but only after a very 
close battle between the two. 

Bob Vacca won both the 100cc and 
125cc Amateur races in easy style, then 
moved up to become victorious in the 
250ec Amateur, Ken Warner (Sac) and 
Dick Mosley (Hon) took second and third 
respectively in the 100cc while Tom Culp 
(Bul and Chuck Daly (Sac) did likewise 
in the 125cc. 

Last year's 100cc Expert winner, Troy 
McKee, repeated in that category Satur- 
day riding a Hodaka, Gene Canady, who 
couldn't quite reach the winner's circle 
with a pair of seconds in the 125cc and 
250cc Expert classes, came up with his 
third second behind McKee on his Sachs. 
John Rice (Sac) crossed the line third, 

Rich Marquis, Bill Bell, and BillLar- 
son made Hondas victorious in the 350cc 


all-class race as they faced the checker- 
ed flag one-two-three respectively, 

All riders agreed the track was fast 
and great to ride with all types of areas 
combined — hills, sharp turns, and one 
long straight-away. A strong wind off the 
beautiful Pacific Ocean less than half-a- 
mile away, kept the dust down and the 
plus-85 degree temperature quite bear- 
able, both for the 600 riders and multi- 
tude of fans which numbered in the 
thousands during the two-day affair. 

Scrambles, which are growing in- 
creasingly rare due to the difficulty in 
organizing them, seem to be the Dirt 
Diggers M.C. trademark as they again 
sponsored a smooth-running and highly 
organized event, 

After a slow start on Saturday, the 
races fell a little behind schedule, caused 
greatly by the high number of partici- 
pants and due partly to the fact that most 
of the early races would not begin until 
all riders from the previous race were 
off the course, 

The Dirt Diggers quickly adjusted this 
by combining a few of the Amateur and 
Expert races together and starting the 
new race when the last rider of the pre- 
vious race was half-way through the 


long course's final lap.

profits and besides they are in it for the 
sport of the thing, but tracks still have to 
be paid for, trophies bought and the 
workers for a race sure as heck earn a 
dinner on the club treasury after a long 
day. So we did a little figuring on how 
well the desert clubs do compared to the 
scrambles clubs, We haven’t included 
motocross but we’ll say this, if you throw 
a motocross the setting up events isn’t 
so hard as scrambles and the club will 
make more money as the entry fees 
are higher, 

So, we'll take a run with three hundred 
riders, Starting with the desert and а 
Hare and Hound (and when did a Hare and 
Hound ever have so few entries as 300?) 
their total take of entries at $4.00 per 
head comes to $1200.00. The use of the 
land is free and the riders pay 254 for 
the ambulance on stand-by. Spectators 
pay nothing, so the $1200,00 is free and 
clear except forlime and ribbon markers 
and the trophies, Take 300 scrambles 
riders, At most tracks the host club gets 
50% of the gate plus all the entry fees, 
So we'l use this as a yardstick. 300 
riders at $2.00, plus the 50% of the gate 
fee (75¢) for same riders and we'll 
chuck in 300 spectators also at the 75€ 
per head fee. Total income would be 
$1050.00. Out of this the club has to buy 
trophies (we didn't even guesstimate how 
much they would cost, but they alsohave 
to pay for trackrental, One popular track 
receives $225.00 per race, leaving the 
club with $825.00, so right there the 
desert club has already gotten $375.00 
in the kitty ahead of the scrambles club, 
Sometimes a club has only had 185 riders 
and that is where the money is, in entry 
fees, not the 50% of the gate, so if you 
wonder why clubs are just not bothering 
to throw scrambles, do a little work with 
a pencil and you'll see why. The Jack- 
rabbits just threw a scramble at 
Elsinore, estimates are approximately 
1000 through the gate and 200 riders, so 
once again just guesstimating their in- 
come was $1150.00, but Elsinore only 
charges $150.00 for track rental so that 
gave a bit extra to the kitty but don't 
forget that out of those 1000 spectators 
some were kids and didn’t pay full fee, 
Hope you see what we’re trying to show 
you, and pinpoint one of the reasons 
scrambles are gradually falling by the 
wayside,

Arizona Rally Goes Rodeo

Something new popped up at the Arizona 
Jackrabbits Ninth Annual Memorial Day 
Tour at Payson, Arizona, May 31st, 
Although the long standing road tour is 
in its ninth year, it was billed as the 
First Annual Motorcycle Rodeo and for 
the first time the Payson Chamber of 
Commerce co-sponsored the event, 

Memorial Day traffic didn’t deter 
Arizona road riders from riding the run, 
which is held in the exact center of the 
state, Two hundred thirty-eight cyclists 
gathered from the four corners of Ari- 
zona and also from California, Nevada, 
and New Mexico. 

The Rodeo aspect introduced several 
new events uncommon to motorcycle 
runs, but the riders found them a lot of 
fun, Using the excellent facilities of the 
Payson Rodeo Grounds, the motorcy- 
clists found themselves chasing geese, a 
greasy pig and a cow. 

When the cow chase was later de- 
Scribed to a grizzled cowhand in a local 
beanery, he very increduously asked, 
“What, pray tell, did they do with the 
thing after catching it?" When explained 
that a $10 bill was hidden on the critter 
and no throwing or tying was involved, 
his non-committal grunt was very elo- 
quent, 

Cash prizes of $5 each was also 
awarded for 2nd and 3rd places in the 
feather race. It was a gal’s only event 
and the feathers were worn by three very 
lively geese who beat, kicked and bit the 
contestants, The winner, Nancy Wilson, 
showed beautiful form in a flying tackle 
that bagged her trophy and almost killed 
the goose. 

A time limit of two minutes was im- 
posed on the goat milking event. George 
Barnett of Tucson relied on his early 
farm training to completely fill a pepsi- 
bottle while less experienced riders got 
a dribble here and there - generally in 
the eye rather than the bottle, All of this, 
of course, after they had caughtthe goat! 

Cycle jousting was another brand new 
innovation by the Jackrabbits. Remines- 
cent of medieval times, the passengers

wore a balloon taped to their helmet, 
wielded carboard rollers as lances, try- 
ing to break each other's balloon, Asthe 
operators drove their machines by each 
other separated by highway pylons, the 
wild swinging broke more ‘‘lances’’ than 
balloons and provided the spectators 
with many laughs, 

Undoubtedly the dirtiest event of the 
day was called the Suicide Drag and was 
a converted rodeo event, The operator 
would pilot his machine from one end of 
the arena to the other where he would 
throw his waiting passenger a rope. When 
it was tied to an old tire carcass, the 
passenger would ride the tire backto the 
finish line — in a cloud of dirt, Wayne 
Anderson drug Jim Osten to first place. 

The Jackrabbits included the local 
youngsters into the activities with three 
junior events; a mini-version of the 
Arizona cycle operators license tests, a 
slow race and obstacle course, 

One of the highlights of the rally was 
the performance of the Copper State 
Drill Team, Although in existance for 
more than ten years, the Payson Rodeo 
was their first appearance since their 
recent re-organization, 

The most impressive sight of the rally 
was also a converted rodeo event. Just 
before starting the rodeo events, the 
Jackrabbits led all the motorcyclists into 
and around the arena in the Grand Entry, 
After lining up in three rows, the riders 
killed their engines, dismounted, turned 
to and saluted the flag while the National 
Anthem played, 

On vivid memory every rider takes 
home from an Arizona club sponsored 
tour is that of the Old West hospitality, 
Arizona road riders are very obvious — 
a friendly wave to the passing cyclist, a 
welcoming smile that says, ‘‘Howdy 
Podner,’’ and an eager willingness to 
lend a helping hand to anyone in need, 
The citizens of Payson are the same, 
The fun of the Jackrabbit's motorcycle 
rodeo and the ideal climate of a little 
frontier cowtown is an eventand location 
that beckons the road rider to come again,

end. -Overall it was Brown way ahead on 
points, and Henry second, 

The Open class was potentially the 
most dramatic, with Frank Myers and

AN EVENING WITH STEFFAN 


By Ron Schneiders 


Two weeks ago I wrote an article 
describing the Greenhorn Enduro from 
the point of what I felt was the ‘‘average’’ 
rider, namely myself, It made a number 
of people unhappy. ‘‘Whatis the ‘average’ 
rider made of? cast iron?" one woman 
wrote, «How many (riders) were cramp- 
ed from head to toe from the beating 
they took on this ‘relatively easy 
enduro’?’? Well, maybe I had missed a 
little, But now my assignment was to 
interview a man who has ridden 12 or 13 
Greenhorns (he can’t remember), finish- 
ed all but one, gathered a collection of 
three 3rd places, four 2nd places, and 
now a 1st overall. Even to my apparent- 
ly jaded senses this is impressive, 

When I called the number that was 
given me and asked for Bob Steffan, the 
lady who answered told me she would 
call ‘‘Bobby’’. Warning signs should have 
started flashing, but they didn’t. I just 
thought it was kind of amusing that a 
husky, partially bald, six-footer should 
be called ‘‘Bobby’’. When Bobby got to 
the phone, I found that I had come upon 
that situation for which there is no 
“right” response — an out-of-date phone 
number, ex-wife, and split-up family. 
Trying to maintain an air of detachment 
that I didn’t feel, I asked for and was 
given Bob’s new ‘number. He agreed to 
an interview at eight that evening. 

Since Bob lived all the way up in the

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Vally, I allowed plenty of time and 
arrived about fifteen minutes early. A 
couple of little girls were playing in the 
yard, and I asked cautiously if their 
daddy was home, ‘‘Nope’’, he had gone 
out house hunting, I was told, ‘‘He’ll 
probably be back in an hour or a half 
hour," the bigger one said, ‘‘Why don’t 
you go home?" Five-year-olds are very 
direct, I wasn't ready to give up quite 
that easily, though, so I hauled out my 
camera and started photographing the 
two kids bouncing around on a big rubber 
ball, At precisely 8 p.m. and 30 seconds, 
a truck pulled up to the curb with Bob 
and Peggy Steffan inside, Too much, I 
should have stamped his left frontfender 
and told him the next check was in South 
Gate, but I wasn’t thinking that fast, 
Instead I said, ‘‘ Well, I see how you win 
enduros anyway.’’ He replied, deadpan, 
“Well, you get used to staying on time.’ 
After thirteen years of enduros, I guess 
so. But I still think he waited two blocks 
down the street until precisely eight 
o'clock, 

Once inside he broke open some beers 
and I mentioned the mix-up over the 
phone numbers, “Yeah,” he said, “he’s 
getting to be quite a scrambles star. 
Used to be the papers called him Bob 
Steffan, Jr. Now he’s just Bob Steffan,’ 
Kind of curious mixture of pride, wist- 
fulness, and blindness, I had known the 
name ‘ Bob Steffan'' eight years ago when 
I was still back East, Right now I judged

him to be probably one of the top five 
enduro riders in the country, with names 
like Penton, McLaine, and Ekins for 
company, I had become aware of Bob 
Steffan, Jr., less than twenty-four hours 
ago and was not yet associating his name 
with that of Barry Higgins or Gary 
Bailey. But that's not something you can 
tell a person face-to-face, so I started 
asking the inane questions that people 
who don't know each other have to ask 
in order to establish a common ground, 

“How long have you been riding?’’ 

“Twenty-five years.” 

«Just enduros?’’ 

«No, I raced hare and hounds when I 
was younger.’ 

“What was your biggest win prior to 
Greenhorn?” 

About that time we were interrupted 
by what seemed to be a hoard of people. 
A young man, lots of children, wife, a 
pretty, young chick, all were milling 
around the two chairs where Bob andI 
sat, Everybody was talking at once, and 
I, who knew no one except Bob — and 
him only very slightly — felt very much 
out of place, I senseda lotof uptightness, 
but whether at my presence or among 
the various people, I couldn't tell, Just 
as quickly as they arrived, everyone was 
gone, even the kids, Bob and I remained 
like two rocks that have been passed by 
a whirlpool. 

We started talking about this year’s 
Greenhorn, Bob was very calm and re- 
laxed, but he had little to say about the 
run, He thought it was one of the easier 
Greenhorns, that all the sections except 
Sunday morning were very well marked, 
The only time I caught any hint of emo- 
tion in his voice was when he remarked 
that, “This win really means a great 
deal to me. You can only come that close 
so many times...” 

When I asked if there were апу sec- 
tions that particularly stood out in his 
mind, he thought about it a moment and 
said, **No, there weren't really." 

“How about that long uphill sandwash 
out of Four Corners?" 

*'That was a long one," he agreed.I 
mentioned the letter I’d received from 
the irate woman. ‘‘Well, you know any 
twenty miles of that run is dead easy. 
It’s just that there are so many of those 
twenty-mile sections strung together. 
That’s what makes the Greenhorn, They 
made it really tough one year, just like 
the Ram’s run, only 500 miles long, and 


only 32 finished it.' This year there. 


were 158 finishers. 

I tried to encourage a little bench rac- 
ing by asking if there wereany incidents, 
or if anyone of his team had crashed. 
Bob grinned a little and only answered 
for himself, No, he hadn't fallen, and, 
in fact, since he was getting older he was 
very careful to avoid falling because, as 
he put it, ‘‘your bones take a lot longer 
to healas you get older." He recalled 
that his only major injury occurred last 

year in the Jackpine, a broken leg, And 
that time he didn't fall; he was hit by 


another rider, 

Since it was obvious thatI wasn'tgoing 
to get any lurid stories or tales of great 
bravado, I asked about his sponsorship. 
Bob is sponsored by Filtron and Product 
Testing, which are in fact owned by the 
same man, Jack Krizman. Product Test- 
ing’s biggest client is Harley Davidson, 
for whom they develop bikes, Since a 
major part of the development program 
is the testing in actual competition, they 
have had teams entered in the Baja 
races, the Berkshire Trials, the Jackpine 
enduro, and other major "events, One 
thing that was extremely obvious was 
that Bob valued his sponsorship very 
highly and that he had a great deal of 
respect for the men involved, particular- 
ly Paul Hunt, who was responsible for the 
preparation of the machines, Later in the 
evening, there were some anxious 
glances when Bob’s wife, Peggy, made a 
joking remark about the machine and 
Bob looked to see how I was going to take 
it. Bob’s bike, a Harley Davidsong Sprint 
350 ERS, gave him no trouble throughout 
the two days, and that was about the only 
significant thing he could tell me about 
it. The bikes are completely prepared 
by Product Testing and serviced on the 
course by a paid pit crew. All Bob had 
to do was ride it, a welcome change 
from earlier years, 

To fill in the picture a little, I called 
Paul Hunt and asked him what had been 
done in preparation. For those of you 
who want to try your Sprintinthe desert, 
here's the formula: Fit a skid plate a la 
Bronson, put Konis on the rear, install 
a compression release and a Filtron air 
cleaner; fit a 34 mm carb and retard the 
spark, The result is a super-reliable 
bike that is manageable, The Sprint is 
really much happier on smoother sur- 
faces for which it was designed, how- 
ever, so don’t expect to beatany Huskies 
if the going is really rough, When I asked 
Bob about the handling, he uncomfortably 
admitted that it was occasionally a little 
difficult to get the front end light. The 
bike that Bob rode is the same one that 
was used in the Baja 1000 race. It leads 
a tough life, 

One of our most interesting areas of 
discussion centered around the time- 
keeping of the run, Bob was the time- 
keeper this year, as he was last year. 
Riding schedule is all that really dis- 
tinguishes an enduro from a hard day of 
cowtraiding, so it’s really heartbreaking 
to keep schedule for a team and have 
someone else on the team ‘win the tro- 
phy, as happened to Bob last year, Bob’s 
system of timekeeping is quite simple 
and involves little equipment (only a 
handlebar-mounted clock, a resettable 
speedometer, and a wristwatch that is 
set on key time). If all is going well, at 
each, known check and speed change the 
speedo and the clock are reset to zero, 
Then the speedo and the clock are con- 
tinuously checked against one another. 
Thus, if the schedule is 24mph, when the

On lap eighteen he trailed only by 
inches, and on the yellow flag lap he 
Squeezed by just in time to cross the 
line in the lead, With Sehl holding the 
championship tight in his right fist, the 
crowd was concentrating on the antics 
of Rall and Palmgren, 

Larry made a final charge in turn 
three, shot up to Rall, and went too far, 
off of the groove, Rall secured his second 
place with a fast drive to the line as 
Larry slowed to regain control. 

With little brother in the hospital, no 
doubt Dave’s feelings were mixed as he 
accepted the trophy and was forced to 
linger to pose for pictures and sign 
autographs, 

Mert sat in the pits sipping a beverage.

clock reads 5 minutes elapsed time, the 
speedo should read 2 miles; when the 
clock reads 10 minutes, the speedo 
should read 4 miles, etc, Just a little 
simple arithmetic to do in your head as 
you’re pounding across the desert, Bob 
checks his mileage every 15 seconds! 
His job this year was complicated by the 
fact that his handlebar clock broke short- 
ly after the start so he hadtorely on his 
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wristwatch for all timekeeping. His suc- 
cess can be judged from the fact that he 
lost only 20 points total for the two days. 
Since there were probably about forty 
checks (know and secret), he had to hit 
a majority of them right on the button! 


Bob Steffan is not a motorcycling pro- 
fessional. He works for the Department 
of Water and Power, and motorcycling is 
his hobby. I asked about his plans for the 
future, but he was uncertain, Did they 
include the International Six Days Trails? 
Bob said he would have liked to have 
ridden it, but at 44 he thought he was 
getting a little old for that one, I’m not 
so sure.

and unlicensed vehicles on all public roadways and walkways, including sidewalks 
and beaches, 

The ordiance also stipulates that these vehicles may be driven upon private 
property only if the property owner’s permission is obtained and presented to the 
Chief of Police or his office, 

A permit to ride will then be issued if it can be determined ‘‘that such operation 
is at a sufficient distance from occupied residences, churches, assembly halls or 
schools as not legally constituting a noise, dust or fumes nuisance,’’ 

According to a spokesman in the City Clerk’s Office, it is not known at this time 
what a ‘‘sufficient distance’’ is. 

The ordinance was termed ‘‘emergency’’ because ‘‘it was a hazard to public 
health, safety, and welfare,’’ according to the Clerk’s office, 


Trouble between this beach city and local cyclists was first seen in May, 1969, 
when local police ordered approximately 100 riders toleave the beach area “by order 
of the state,’ The state office of the BLM disclaimed any such order and the 
Huntington Beach Police Department refused to discuss it.
